Atrazine can also be applied to 
corn after the corn is up to a 
stand. You can apply it broadcast 
or in a band after the weeds are 
an inch and half tall or the corn 
is three weeks old. The atrazine 
will kill the small weeds and grass 
and with rain will be activated 


and continue to give weed and 
grass control. 

For broadleaf weed control in 
corn, 2, 4D is recommended. 
Local county agents have detailed 
information on use of any of these 
herbicides. 


EGG QUALITY 

Protect the quality the hen puts 
in the egg. Here are afewsug- 
gestions for doing so: 

Collect eggs from laying house 
three, four or more times a day. 
Wash eggs as soon as after gather- 
ing.as possible at 110 degree to 
120 degree F. using a good deter- 
gent-sanitizer. 

Change the washer water after 
five or six baskets of eggs. Dry 
eggs as fast as possible for fast 
cooling. Oil the eggs. Pack eggs in 
clean, pre-cooled cartoning ma- 
terial. 

Store eggs at a temperature of 
45 to 55 degrees and a relative 
humidity of 70 to 80 percent. 
Allow for air circulation in the 
egg room. Deliver eggs to retailers 
daily.
